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EDITORIAL 


Fifth  Year  of  Crimson. 

The  fifth  year  of  the  Crimson,  as  the  official  and  only 
pulication  by  the  student  body  of  the  Goshen  High  School, 
lias  been  entered  upon  by  the  newly  elected  staff.  The 
slogan  of  the  staff  this  year,  is  "A  paper  Bigger  and  Better 
than  ever",  and  if  the  student  body  will  give  their  support 
the  staff  will  go  to  work  ''hammer  and  tongs"  to  accomp- 
lish this  end.  Changes  have  been  made  in  the  Crimson 
this  year,  the  most  radical  of  which  is  the  reduction  of  its 
proportions  and  increase  in  its  number  of  pages.  This 
change  the  stafl  has  thought  absolutely  necessary  in  order 
to  raise  the  Crimson  to  a  high  enough  standard  to  do  jus- 
tice to  the  school  it  represents. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  reconstructed  Crimson  will  meet 
with  the  approval  of  all,  but  if  you  are  dissatisfied  kindly 
remember  that,  ''Nobody  ever  pleased  everybody.  No  one 
policy  can  satisfy  all  the  world.

Last  year  a  new  exemption  system  was  inaugurated 
by  Mr.  Davis  and  it  proved  to  be  such  a  potent  factor  in

it  was  decided  to  renew  the  plan  this  term.  If  any  stu- 
dent is  not  absent  from  school  or  tardy  (with  absolutely 
no  exceptions)  during  the  semester,  and  has  a  term  aver- 
age of  So  per  cent  in  any  one  subject,  he  is  not  required  to 
take  the  examination  in  that  subject,  each  subject  being 
treated  independently  of  the  other.  Thus  if  a  student  is 
absent  for  only  one  half  day  in  the  semester,  he  is  still 
eligible  for  exemption  in  the  subjects  which  he  carries  in 
the  other  half  day,  which  he  was  not  absent.  The  old 
exemption  rule,  on  an  average  of  5)5  per  cent,  regardless  of 
absences,  still  holds  good.

Our  Prospects. 

Monday,  September  11,  began  the  football  training 
season  and  between  fifteen  and  twenty  reported  for  prac- 
tice. The  school  authorities  having  compelled  the  stu- 
dents to  remain  away  from  school  for  three  half  days,  dur- 
ing fair  week  only  three  nights'  work  was  accomplished 
by  the  squad.  But  the  week  following,  steady  work  was 
begun  and  ,  under  the  good  guidance  of  Mr.  Davis,  aided 
by  Messrs.  Schr(:>ck  and  Wiseman,  the  men  are  being 
rounded  into  excellent  condition  for  the  scrimmage  which 
will  follow. 

The  material  which  has  manifested  itself  so  fa?:  is 
good,  though  nearly  all  the  men  are  inexperienced.  How- 
ever, with  the  proper  training,  a  championship  team  can 
be  shaped  from  new  men  as  well  as  old.  providing  the  ma- 
terial is  good.  However,  fifteen  are  not  sufficient  from 
which  to  pick  a  team.  There  must  be  scrimmage.  In 
order  to  have  a  scrimmage  there  must  be  tw.o  full  teams. 
When   the   scrimmage   starts,  then  is  the  time    that    the 
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coach  or  trainer  can  see  the  ability  of  the  phi\cr.s  and  the 
places  they  are  best  fitted  for.  Here  is  where  there  is  the 
necessity  of  the  SIWASH  team.  The  Siwash  team  is  a 
most  important  factor  in  the  turning  out  of  a  champion- 
ship team.  The  value  of  the  second  team  should  not  be 
underestimated  by  any  one.  They  report  at  each  prac 
tice  to  do  their  part  in  improving  every  man  on  the  var- 
sity and  seldom  get  over-credit  for  their  work. 

The  game  itself  has  been  changed  somewhat  from 
last  year.  The  intermission  between  first  and  second  and 
third  and  fourth  perids  have  been  shortened  so  that  there  is 
merely  enough  time  to  transfer  the  ball  from  its  last  posi- 
tion to  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  put  for  the  next  quarter. 

A  greater  change  than  this  is  in  the  forward  pass. 
Formerly,  if  a  pass  was  incomplete  the  figuring  team  was 
penalized  from  the  spot  where  the  pass  was  made,  which 
was  generally  several  yards  back  of  the  line  of  scrim- 
mage. The  new  rule  asserts  that  the  distance  be  measui'- 
ed  from  the  point  of  the  preceding  down,  instead  of  the 
point  where  the  ball  passed.  This  will  lessen  the  penalty 
about  six  or  seven  yards.

Starbuck  also  figured  strongly  in  baseball 
and  on  the  track,  usually  holding  down  first  base  in  excel- 
lent style  on  the  nine,  while  on  the  track  team  he  was  a 
heavy  point  winner  in  the  broad-jump  and  pole-vault. 
When  Sam  graduated  from  Wabash  this  spring  he  was 
ofifered  a  position  at  Culver  Military  Academy  as  director 
of  athletics  and  instructor  of  mathematics,  which  he  ac- 
cepted and  is  now  filling.  The  best  wishes  of  his  many 
Goshen  admirers  go  with  him  in  his  new  field  of  work,  in 
which  success  is  assured.

It  is  difficult  to  make  any  definite  predictions  concorn- 
ing  the  Tl  football  team  at  so  early  a  date.

Brains    and    Speed    of    More    Importance    Than    Weight,    in 
Modern  Game,  says  Assistant  Coach  Shrock. 

The  prospects  for  a  winning  football  team  this  year 
arc  N'crv  promising,  owing  to  the  generous  res])ouse  to  the 
call   for  \olunteers. 

Since  the  new  rules,  which  were  introduced  in  1908, 
have  been  in  effect,  the  man  with  the  briiin  has  l)een  gi\en 
an  advantage  over  the  old  ty;:e  o\  player  with  the  weight. 

The  best  football  team  is  usuall\-  made  u])  of  players, 
who.  although  they  may  not  be  large  and  brawny,  possess 
the  great  fuculty  of  analyzing  plays  and  carrying  them  to 
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completion  with  greater  speed.  This  is  the  type  of  play- 
ers  we   are   looking  for. 

Goshen  High  School  has  always  been  noted  for  its 
brainy  players,  men  who  were  always  on  trie  alert  for 
stratagem,  men  who  could  figure  out  just  v.  hat  their  op- 
ponents would  try  to  do,  men  who  could  recei\  e  a  ] perfect 
stream  of  signals  and  remember  them  all,  men  who  could 
run  through  a  crowded  field  and  pick  out  the  openings, 
men  who  were  not  afraid  of  losing  theniselves  in  a  pla\' 
and  last  of  all,  men  who  always  possessed  the  grit  and 
determination  to  fight  to  the*  finish. 

This  year's  material  shows  tl:e  proper  spirit,  in  the 
fact  that  with  few  exceptions  every  mait  takes  it  uj)on 
himself  to  help  build  up  the  team  and  tries  to  do  liis  dr.ty. 

The  candidates  for  center,  which  is  one  oi  the  Iiardest 
positions  to  play,  are  Carlisle  Whitehead,  Carl 
Whemeyer,  Rollin  Kelly,  and  Edgar  Beatty,  all 
of  whom  have  been  exhibiting  nerv^e  and  put- 
ting forth  a  good  effort.  For  guard  positions,  we  have 
Eaton,  Hudson,  Perkins,  Hansen  and  Harter,  all  of  whom 
are  fighting  desperately  for  the  coveted  positions.  The 
man  who  wins  out,  will  get  there  by  his  own  unaided 
efforts  and  'be  far  superior  to  anyone  else  for  that  place. 

For  the  tackle  positions,  a  place  that  requires  the  man 
with  a  shrewd  mind,  a  great  nerve  and  lots  of  action,  we 
have  Simpson,  Harter,  Naylor  and  Long  all  of  whom  are 
pushing  each  other  for  the  place  and  making  it  possible 
this  year  to  present  a  remarkable  line  up,  should  any  ac- 
cident occur  during  the  course  of  any  game. 

For  the  end  positions,  we  have  Luther  Blough,  Walter 
Ricketts,  Eugene  Stutz,  and  Rollin  Kelly.  The  man  who 
plays  end  this  year  wil  have  to  become  equal  to  any  of  the 
half-backs  in  speed  and  rescoursefullness  as  the  open  style 
of  football  gives  scores  of  chances  for  working;  him  in 
plays. 

For    the    position  of  half-backs,  another  hard  j^osition  to 
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l)lay,  we  have  John  Shervvin,  Stephenson,  Paul  Gouker, 
Walter  Ricketts,  Ray  Long  and  Boyd  Whitehead,  all  of 
whom  are  working-  hard  and  giving  promise  of  developing 
one  of  the  best  sets  of  backs  the  high  school  ever  turned 
out.

Such  is  the  resolution  passed  by  the  school  board  in 
regard  to  the  final  class  play,  which  heretofore  undisputed 
custom  has  given  the  Seniors  the  right  to  expect.  When  the 
ruling  became  public,  clouds  began  to  gather,  and  it  began 
to  look  as  though  there  would  be  no  class  play  this  spring. 
However,  it  was  so  altered  as  to  make  the  play  a  possibility. 
The  rules  as  altered  by  the  board,  provides  that  the  cast 
should  be  selected  and  submitted  to  the  faculty  for  its  ap- 
proval. If  any  person,  who  holds  a  principal  part,  has  not 
in  the  past  maintained  a  sufficient  grade  margin,  in  the 
teachers'  judgment,  to  warrant  their  concerning  themselves 
with  theatricals,  they  shall  be  barred  from  participation. 

Although  such  a  system  would  be  influential  in  raising 
the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  future  ,the  present  Senior 
class  can  hardly  be  said  to  have  been  done  fairly  by.  If, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  last  semester,  a  rule  had  been  made 
to  this  effect,  there  would  have  been  an  incentive  for  the  stu- 
dents to  raise  their  grades.  But  putting  a  resolution  of  the 
sort  into  practice  at  this  late  hour,  makes  the  Seniors  liable 
to  punishment  for  past  conduct.  Nevertheless,  the  ruling 
is  not  so  stringent  and  unreasonable  as  it  was  first  inter- 
preted, and  if  in  the  futui'e,  the  standard  of  scholarship 
will  have  been  raised  to  a  higher  level,  in  the  liigh  school, 
the  class  of  1912  may  be  looked  back  upon  as  the  martyr, 
in  starting  the  ball-a-rolling. 
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Twenty  taxpayers  out  of  a  possi})le  five  thousand,  is  our 
notion  of  no  public  opinion.

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''The  Lure  of  Diamonds.''

aufaengt  und  auch  Der  Zauber-lehrling,  Der  neue  Pausias,  Der 
Schatz-graeber  und  Die  Braut  von  Korinth.  Schiller  schrieb  Der

To  make  the  High  School  students  of  Chicago,  111.,  better  ac- 
fluainted  with  the  government  of  the  city,  its  industrial  committee 
of  the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce  has  organized  a  number  of 
clubs  among  the  students.  More  than  12,500  students  representing 
twelve  high  schools,  have  identified  themselves  with  the  movement. 

Secret  Societies  Forbidden. 

According  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  thirteenth  Congress 
of  the  Pan  Hellenic  Conference,  ever^y  American  High  school  girl 
who  belonged  to  a  Greek  letter  sorority  and  who  did  not  resign 
before  November  15,  1914,  will  be  barred  from  joining  sororities 
when  she  teaches  college.

The  schedule  is:  For  the  year  1915,  sixteen  credits  will  be  required; 
for  the  year  1916,  sixteen  and  one-half  and  for  the  year  1917  and 
thereafter,  seventeen  credits.

By  this  means  a  clean 
orderly  finance  of  the  school  is  furnished.

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since  the  plan  of  the  schools  there  is  one  of  a  vocational  training? 
throughout  school  life. 

The  East  H.  S.  of  Green  Bay,  Wis.,  has  devised  a  plan  to  en- 
courage home  study  of  'vocal  and  instrumental  music.  One-half 
credit  is  allowed  for  40  lesson  hours  and  not  less  than  200  daily 
practice  hours.

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ORGANIZATIONS   ARE   THE   LIFE   OF    A    SCHOOL. 

AIJi'KADV  in  the  middlo  a^'os  i)eoitle  reali/.od  tho  well  known  fact 
tliat  "Two  hoa«ls  are  better  tlian  one."  As  far  back  as  the  be- 
;:innin«r  of  Literature  and    Poetry.   ]>eople   recojrni/ed   the   advant- 

:i<:t'  nf  or^.-iiii/Mtion.     'I'ladesineu   of  t  li 
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together  into  guilds  for  mutual  benefit.  The  power  of  the  guild  was  al- 
most unlimited.  It  spread  from  the  industrial  world  into  the  j)olitical  and 
on  into  educational  and  social  life.  It  proved  so  beneficial  to  man  tiiat 
he  has  never  been  able  to  do  without  it.  The  same  guilds  of  some  thou- 
sands of  years  ago.  are  still  in  existence  under  the  name  of  Unions,  and  are 
still  the  greatest  factors  in  the  life  of  man. 

However,  today  they  are  not  restricted  to  the  laboring  class  as  they 
were  in  those  days.  Its  influence  has  spread  into  every  kind  of  activity. 
No  doubt  you  have  heard  that  men  in  the  financial  world  work  in  groups, 
with  a  head  and  sub-heads,  working  for  mutual  gain.  And  so  it  is  with 
everything.  Churches  even  band  together  in  districts  to  help  one  another. 
And  so  on  into  every  phase  of  life,  we  are  coming  more  and  more  to  un- 
derstand the  great  power  of  organization. 

And  so,  what  will  apply  to  business,  and  so  m&ny  other  things,  will  also 
apply  to  us.  You  know  what  a  host  of  followers  the  football  team  has, 
which  organization  is  restricted  to  but  a  few  and  to,  only  the  best.  You 
see  what  the  class  organization  can  do.  Could  you  imagine  a  single  per- 
son who  would  have  the  nerve  to  go  about  getting  pins  or  rings  if  the 
class  were  not  organized?  Have  you  any  idea  what  kind  of  a  school  we 
would  have  if  there  were  no  athletics,  no.  class  organizations,  no  High 
School  publication?  Why,  the  school  would  be  the  next  thing  to  closing 
up,  and  the  faculty  dying  of  starvation. 

The  organizations  in  our  High  Scho.ol  are  the  source  of  financial  gain, 
social  enjoyment,  and  interest  in  our  work.  We  have  several  such  un- 
ions, which  are  strong,  and  have  proved  great  advantages  to  the  school. 
We  boast  to  other  schools  because  we  have  them,  but  we  need  more. 

There  is  one  which  seems  most  practical  to  me.  It  is  the  debating  club 
which  is  being  begun.  In  the  spring  of  every  year  a  Northern  Indiana 
Oratorical  Contest  is  held.  We  almost  always  send  someone  to  represent 
our  school,  but  the  only  chance  for  the  study  of  oratory  is  the  half-year 
course  of  public  speaking,  which  is  not  sufficient  and  therefore  our  chances 
are  lamentably  small.  It  is  no  small  honor  to  be  the  winner  of  an  orator- 
ical contest  and  much  stress  should  be  laid  upon  it.  It  is  right  here  that 
a  Debating  Club  can  do  its  best  work.  If  a  few  hours  a  week  are  devot- 
ed to  it,  we  could  send  representatives  to  next  spring's  contest  who  would 
have  a  fair  chance  of  winning. 

Even  for  those  who  have  no  intention  of  entering  this  contest,  it  is  one 
of  the  most  practical  and  useful  things  in  life.  The  ability  of  expressing 
one's  thoughts  well,  is  as  much  needed  in  social  life  as  it  is  in  the  in- 
dustrial world.  If  you  are  not  of  the  serious  kind,  it  will  at  h\'(st  ho  a 
rich  source  of  entertainment. 

Think  it  over.  If  you  have  the  slightest  ability  along  this  lino,  the  de- 
bating club  will  be  the  place  to  develop  this  ability.  Let's  all  do  what 
we  can  and  make  it  a  success. 
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The  Athletic  Assoeiatiou  wliich  was  suggested  in  the  Athletic  Depart- 
ment of  this  paper  last  month,  is  another  organization  which  could  do 
wonders  to  athletics  as  well  as  to  the  school  at  arge.  If  you  doubt  this, 
see  for  yourself  what  it  did  some  seven  or  eight  years  ago.  Since  that 
time  it  has  ])een  attempted  to  restore  it.  Last  year  the  **A.  A,"  pins  were 
bought  with  hopes  that  further  progress  could  be  made,  but  this  is  as  far 
as  it  got. 

An  organization  of  this  kind  would  have  athletics  almost  entirely  in  its 
hands.  First  the  captain  would  be  elected  through  the  Association.  Then 
a  manager  for  each  team,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  manage  the  ticket 
sale,  and  execute  all  rules  of  the  Association.  A  treasurer  to  take  charge 
of  the  funds  for  the  entire  year  would  be  an  important  position.  And 
lastly,  and  over  all,  the  president  to  conduct  meetings  and  oversee  every- 
thing. 

AVith  a  system  of  this  kind,  the  work  is  so  divided  that  one  person 
could  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  to  his  particular  work  and  do  it  well. 
As  it  is  now,  this  work  is  done  by  the  captains  of  the  various  teams  and 
several  of  the  faculty  who  are  compelled  to  do  it  because  there  is  no  one 
else. 

Class  teams,  and  girl's  teams  could  be  better  developed,  and  more  sys- 
tem brought  into  them.  There  are  a  hundred  and  one  other  attributes  to 
this  organization  which  would  make  athletics  something  for  everybody 
and  not  merely  for  the  teams  The  idea  is  without  doubt,  a  good  one. 
All  it  needs  is  a  host  of  ardent  supporters  and  few  who  will  push.  This 
is  not  only  for  athletes  but  for  everybody  who  has  any  interest  whatever 
in  sports,  boys  or  girls. 


MANY  CHANGES  MADE  IN  CRIMSON. 

Some  radical  changes  were  made  in  the  October  Crimson  which  have 
caused  considerable  comment.  The  criticisms  were  both  favorable  and  un- 
favorable, yet  we  believe  that  the  favorable  out-numbered  the  unfavor- 
able and  that  generally  the  October  Crimson  met  with  approval.  How- 
ever, we  do  not  discourage  criticism.  A  thing  which  receives  comment 
is  either  so  i)oor  that  i)eople  cannot  helj)  bur  criticise  or  else  good  enough 
to  l)e  worthy  of  it. 

Hut  certain  it  is,  that  the  first  number  has  been  a  financial  success.  It 
would  not  do  to  state  figures  here,  but  let  is  suffice  to  say  tliat  we  still 
have  a  good-sized  sum  in  the  treasury. 

With  similar  expectations  for  this  montli,  we  have  been  able  to  expand 
The  Crimson  considerably.  Tlierofore,  as  you  will  have  noticed,  several 
new  <lepartments  liave  })een  added;  something  new  to  Tho  Crimson  and  to 
the  best  of  our  knowleiige,  one  is  entirely  new  to  a  montldy  High  Scliool 
]>ublicati()ii.  It  consists  of  a  series  of  full  |»:ige  pictures  of  the  people 
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who  are  doiii*'  thin<>s  in  our  High  School.  W'e  hope,  thereby,  to  eii('Oura<4e 
those  who  are  doing  the  work  and  influence  others  to  helj). 

The  division  of  the  Local  Department  into  a  News  and  Joke  section, 
seemed  necessary  because  of  the  difference  in  nature  of  the  two  kinds  of 
material  which  has  heretofore  been  placed  under  the  head  of  Locals.  Al- 
though it  is  partially  an  experiment,  we  believe  it  is  a  move  toward  the 
better.  This  is  another  means  of  expanding.  It  has  been  necessary  there- 
fore to  appoint  each  member  of  the  local  staff  to  some  particular  phase 
of  news  in  this  department  for  which  he  will  be  responsible.

AftiM-  tlic  i-:ikh:irt  -;iiii(\  Mr.  Watts,  luiving  hoar«l  that  l^roiik,  Elkhart's 
center,  liad  playcil  with  an    l-'lkhart   team,  wliicli  liad  met  the  Shamrock's 
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II,  as  a  curtain-raiser  when  Elkhart  and  Goshen  came  to«^etiier  here  sev- 
eral weeks  ago,  entered  a  protest  against  him  as  a  professional.  Elkhart 
immediately  took  up  the  matter  and  tlie  next  day  he  was  asked  to  turn  in 
his  suit. 

He  is  to  be  kept  out  of  athletics  for  the  rest  of  his  High  school  career, 
for  it  was  learned  later  he  liad  recei\'(Ml  money  for  tlie  playing. 

It  happened  on  the  Sunday  after  the  one  that  Drenk  played  here,  that 
Payne  went  along  to  Milford  with  the  Shamrock's  IT,  to  help  out,  for  they 
were  short  one  man.  He  borrowed  enough  to  make  a  suit  from  different 
members  of  the  club  and  payed  his  own  expenses  down  there  and  back. 
Of  course  he  received  nothing  for  the  playing,  but  even  at  that  he  was  to 
be  barred  from  playing  the  rest  of  the  season. 

There  is  an  Association  rule  which  makes  it  impossible  for  a  man  play- 
ing on  a  High  School  team  to  play  on  another  team  of  the  same  sort  in 
the  same  season. 

Mr.  Jeffrey  knew  of  Payne's  playing  and  as  the  only  honorable  thing 
to  do,  was  to  bar  Payne,  he  was  barred. 

He  is  eligible,  however,  for  both  basketball  and  track. 


THE  SOUTH  BEND  GAME. 

In  the  last  association  game  of  the  season  the  varsity  lost  to  South  Bend 
by  the  score  of  14  to  0.  The  team  was  greatly  handicapped  by  being  on 
a  strange  gridiron,  besides  being  greatly  out  weighed.  But  with  these 
odds  against  them,  Goshen  put  up  one  of  the  best  brands  of  all  around 
football  that  they  have  pla3^ed  this  year. 

There  had  been  some  trouble  in  the  Bender's  camp  the  week  before  the 
contest,  the  cause  being  the  lack  of  spirit.  But  on  the  day  of  the  game 
there  were  five  hundred  people  on  the  side  lines,  all  of  whom  displayed 
much  ''i)ep ' '. 

For  South  Bend,  Zilky,  their  captain,  played  the  best  game.  Making 
six  of  their  points  and  being  the  direct  cause  of  the  other  eight.  While 
for  Goshen,  Neff,  this  time  at  fullback,  put  up  his  usually  strong  game  and 
J.  Landis  also  played  well  although  off  in  his  kicking. 

South  Bend  started  with  a  rush,  scoring  two  points  on  the  kick-off  on 
a  safety,  and  a  touchdown  shortly  after  by  a  shoestring  pass  from  Zilky 
to  Wictrich,  but  as  the  goal  was  not  kicked  there  was  no  more  scoring 
that  half.  Goshen  after  having  these  eight  points,  made  against  them, 
took  a  brace  and  outplayed  their  opponents. 

During  the  intermission  for  the  half,  another  game  was  played,  the 
seconds  against  a  Notre  Dame  team.

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places,  the  team  was  cold  and  before  they  warmed  up  the  Benders  had 
scored  another  touchdown  by  line  bucks  and  end  runs.  Again  no  goal  was 
kicked.  This  was  the  last  score  of  the  game,  although  Goshen  came  with- 
in a  few  yards  of  three  points  when  J.  Landis  tried  a  drop  kick  from  the 
twenty-six-yard  line. 

The  most  spectacular  feature  of  the  afternoon  was  the  block  of  a  place 
kick,  the  outrunning  of  two  South  Bend  men  and  falling  on  the  ball  on 
So.utli  Bend's  3o-yard  line  by  John  Landis.  But,  as  this  was  in  the  last 
(juarter,  we  were  unable  to  score.  The  game  ended  with  the  ball  in  our 
l>ossession.

School  football  team,  when  they  played  there  October  16,  Warsaw  was 
ruled  out  of  the  Association  until  January  1,  1016,  by  the  Athletic  Board 
of  the  State  Association. 

The  matter,  of  which  is  now  history  to  you,  was  taken  up  immediately 
by  Mr.  Jeffrey,  who  wrote  a  letter  to  the  principal  there,  asking  about  it. 
But  when  no  answer  was  received,  he  wrote  this  time  to  Mr.  A.  J.  Trester, 
the  State  Secretary  of  the  Association,  who  in  turn  wrote  to  Warsaw.  Af- 
ter thorough  investigation  the  Board  decided  to  remove  "Warsaw  from  the 
Asso.ciati()n. 

Mr.  Lucas,  the  referee  of  the  game,  and  the  cause  of  all  the  trouble,  was 
also  ruled  out  and  cannot  ofificiate  in  any  High  School  athletic  contest  be- 
fore June  1,  lOKi. 

It  is  to  be  hojKMl  tliat  Waisaw  will  Icain  a  lesson  from  this,  and  will 
treat  a  \isitiiig  t(>ani.  in  the  future  as  other  schools  do.

CHAMPIONSHIP  COMES  TO  OUR  OWN  SCHOOL;   CORNELL  BEAT- 
EN BY  SUPERIOR  PLAYING;   DROPKICK  RECORD  BROKEN. 

Out-classed,  and  out-played,  Cornell  went  down  to  defeat  before  the 
powerful  football  team  of  the  class  of  1920,  on  Island  park  gridiron  by  the 
score  of  24  to  0.  The  New  Yorkers  never  had  a  chance.  Using  every  style 
game,  the  Freshmen  went  to  their  three  touchdowns  in  a  manmer  worthy 
of  the  champions  they  are. 

The  crowd  of  15,000  people  filled  the  stands  to  overflowing.  Never  in 
the  history  of  Northern  Indiana  has  such  a  crowd  turned  out  to  an  ath- 
letic contest. 

The  mass  of  pink  and  green  of  the  Freshmen,  niinged  with  the  scattered 
colors  of  Cornell,  made  a  most  wonderful  picture.  In  this  mass  were 
spectators  gathered  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  Mr.  Camp,  the  great 
Yale  football  critic,  whose  statements  you  have  all  read,  sat  in  his  private 
box.  Eing  Lardner,  Eckersall,  Bergman,  Maulbetsch,  Stag,  Yost,  besides 
many  other  coaches,  critics  and  players  were  in  the  stands.  And  liefore 
these  thousands,  was  played  the  greatest  game  in  history. 

In  the  second  period  came  the  miraculous  kick  of  Bert,  whidi  broke  all 
records  for  such  kicks.  On  liis  own  30-yard  line,  his  foot  met  the  ball 
and  it  sailed  uji  and  on,  it  seenuMl  to  ha\e  wings,  until  it  settled  o\er  tlu> 
bar  for  three  points.  This  kick  l)roke  the  r(>cord  ludd  l)y  ;i  Noi-th  Dnkola 
num,  which  was  also  made  tliis  season,  by  o\cm-  (i  yards.  Willi  siu-h  thrill 
ing  thiuLis  like  this,  f()otl)all  will  li\-e  on  forexcv.     Can  we  realize  tiiat  this 
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kick  was  made  by  a  man  from  our  own  school?  Besides  this  kick,  the 
passes  added  to  the  thrill  of  the  game,  working  9  of  12  for  a  total  of  200 
yards.  The  Freshmen  had  the  crowd  on  their  feet  at  each  attempt  and 
when  the  pass  was  successful,  bedlam  broke  forth  and  held  the  foreground 
for  many  minutes. 

But  two  casualties  occurred.  The  first  Jameson,  star  tackle  of  Cornell^ 
who  was  removed  with  a  broken  collar  bone  and  Barrett,  their  captain 
was  carried  off  the  field  unconscious.  The  hearty  Freshmen  never  had 
time  taken  out. 

At  2:27  the  Cornell  eleven  came  on  the  field  followed  three  minutes 
later  by  the  Freshmen.  After  the  signal  practice,  the  two  captains,  Bar- 
rett of  Cornell,  and  Honjeyacre  of  the  1920,  met  in  mid-field,  while  Referee 
James  Thorp,  tossed  the  coin  into  the  air.  Barrett  won  and  chose  to  re- 
ceive at  the  north  goal. 

The  whistle  blew  and  the  great  game  was  in  progress.  Bert,  otherwise 
known  as  Brickley,  the  Freshmen 's  great  kicker,  sent  the  ball  into  Bar- 
rett's  hands  on  the  lo-yard  line.  Barrett  was  last  year's  All-American 
quarter-back  and  believed  by  many  to  be  the  best  the  game  has  produced 
since  the  time  of  Eckersall.  It  was  this  man  who  the  Freshmen  feared 
And  now  he  had  the  ball  starting  up  the  field  with  it,  but  before  he  had 
gone  10  yards  the  speedy  Warner  had  him.  On  the  next  play  Davis,  the 
mighty  right  guard,  broke  through  and  ''nailed"  an  off -tackle  play  for  a 
loss  of  three  yards.  Then  Cornell  kicked.  The  brainy  quarter-back. 
Flowers,  was  downed  in  his  tracks  on  his  own  40-yard  line,  being  unable 
to  get  a  start.  After  the  giant  Martin  failed  to  penetrate  the  line,  a  pass 
was  made  by  Captain  Iloneyacre  by  Flowers  for  a  gain  of  25  yards.  Then 
the  left  end  was  circled  by  Kurtz  for  nine  more.  This  carried  the  Fresh- 
men to  Cornell's  25-yard  line.  Martin  again  hit  the  line,  this  time  it  bent 
before  his  attack.  Then  Bert  went  off -tackle  to  the  ten  yard  line.  Here 
Cornell,  fighting  desperately,  made  a  stand,  holding  the  pink  and  green 
for  three  successive  downs  without  a  gain,  when  the  famous  hee-haw  play 
was  tried  and  when  Cornell  found  the  ball  it  was  under  the  goal  line  in 
Martin's  arms.  Bert  then  kicked  goal.  So  it  was  with  the  first  touch- 
down, which  was  made  in  the  first  ten  minutes  of  play.  The  end  of  the 
quarter  found  the  ball  in  mid-field  in  i)ossession  of  the  New  Yorkers. 

It  was  wonderful  the  way  those  two  great  teams  fought  each  other,  first 
one  having  the  advantage  and  then  the  other.  Barrett  was  playing  for  all 
he  was  worth,  making  this  gain,  stopping  this  runner,  etc.  Also  Shiverich, 
Collins  and  .Jameson  were  playing  almost  su{)erhuiHaii  games  for  the  visit- 
ors, but  this  time  they  had  mot  their  superiors. 

The  stvcond  (|uart(M-  openotl  with  Cornell  punting  to  the  Freshmen's  ten- 
yard  line  and  Flowers  running  back  tlu>  punt  through  nearly  the  whole 
(■((rnci!  t(>ani  to  tlu>  t'orty(i\(>  yard  Iin(\  It  was  a  jiretty  run.  On  the 
first  play  Bert  <iained  nothing  through  the  line.  Then  an  end  run  was 
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tried  and  on  tliis  fivo  yards  were  lost.  For  .lainesoii,  the  tackle  l)roke 
through  and  got  Martin  before  the  play  was  under  way.  This  was  Lan- 
daw's  man.  The  next  play  Jameson  was  carried  off  the  field.  Gilles  now 
took  his  i^lace. 

The  ball  was  on  the  Freshmen's  forty-yard  line  when  Bert  dropped 
back  for  the  kick.  From  the  sixty-nine-yard  line,  the  ball  sailed  cleanly 
between  the  posts,  breaking  all  records  for  drop-kicks,  as  I  have  said  be- 
fore It  was  the  greatest  kick  of  all  times.  For  most  the  rest  of  the 
half  the  ball  see-sawed  back  and  forth  in  the  middle  of  the  field  between 
the  two  teams.  But  just  as  time  was  called  Cornell  was  making  its  first, 
last  and  only  progress,  having  worked  the  ball  to  the  Freshmen  's  twenty- 
five-yard  line.     The  score  was  10 — 0. 

The  snake-dance  during  the  intermission  was  thrilling  in  itself.  The 
rooters  of  the  class  of  twenty  filled  the  field.  Headed  by  the  drum  corps, 
and  led  by  Toms,  the  cheer  leader,  they  yelled  and  sang  to  the  their  hearts 
content  until  the  whistle  blew  for  the  second  half. 

This  period  (Jornell  put  up  a  fine  defense  but  when  they  had  the  ball 
were  not  able  to  gain  either.  It  was  punting  duels  between  Mueller, 
Cornell 's  fullback  and  Bert.  It  was  while  returning  one  of  these  punts 
when  Barrett  was  hurt.  Having  eluded  both  ends  and  having  left  several 
other  tacklers  lying  on  the  ground,  he  seemed  about  to  go  through  the 
whole  team  for  a  touchdown  when  Lehman,  the  hearty  center,  threw  him- 
self at  him.  Ten  minutes  later  Barrett  woke  up  in  a  doctor's  office.  AVe 
are  glad  to  say  it  was  nothing  serious. 

Now,  minus  both  Barrett  and  Jameson,  the  team  Went  to  pieces.  The 
end  of  the  quarter  found  the  ball  on  their  ten-yard  line  in  Lehman's 
hands. 

The  last  period  saw  the  making  of  the  last  two  touchdowns.  The  first 
coming  on  a  pass  from  Bert  to  Kurtz.  Goal  was  kicked.  The  next  kick- 
off  carried  across  Cornell 's  goal  line,  but  when  again  punted,  Collins 
caught  it  and  made  a  beautiful  run  of  twenty-five  yards  before  downed. 
Cornell  kicked  on  the  fourth  attempt,  having  gained  nothing  and  this 
gave  the  ball  to  the  pink  and  green  on  their  own  30-yard  line.  Immediate- 
ly passes  were  resorted  to  and  three  of  these  took  the  Freshmen  to  Cor- 
nell's  2.5-yard  line.  Here  the  New  Yorkjers  made  a  stand  but  on  the 
fourth  down  the  speedy  Warner,  went  aro.und  end  for  a  gain  of  15  yards. 
A  few  minutes  later  it  was  across.  Then  the  goal  was  kicked  for  the  last 
score  of  the  game,  for  now  Cornell  again  came  to  life  and  played  a  stub- 
born defensive  game,  kicking  at  every  opportunity.  Eealizing  they  had 
little  chance  to  score,  except  by  luck,  they  wanted  to  keoj)  tlie  score  as 
low  as  possible. 

The  game  ended  witli  tlie  ball  in  Cornell's  possession  on  their  own  25- 
yar('  line.

1910   WAS   BANNER  YEAR   FOR   ORGANIZATIONS. 

In  11)10,  the  High  School  seemed  to,  be  interested  mostly  in  organizing 
clubs  and  societies.  One  which  was  organized  was  the  ''Senate  Review." 
During  the  many  sessions  of  the  Senate,  several  bills  were  introduced  and 
passed.  Motions  and  amendments  to  the  bills  were  much  in  evidence  all 
the  time.  Senators,  who  attended  these  meetings,  were  supposed  to  re- 
ceive valuable  information  in  parliamentary  law.  (Alas,  some  did  not.) 
They  also  had  debates  and  trials. 

The  officers  of  the  Senate  were: — Forest  J.  Funk,  President;  Wallace 
Mehl,  Clerk,  and  Carl  Blumberg,  Doorkeeper. 

A  literary  society  was  also  formed.  After  the  exclusion  of  the  girls 
from  the  senate,  a  meeting  was  called  which  was  really  an  indignation 
meeting,  but  finally  took  the  form  of  the  "Girls'  Literary  Society."     Tlie 
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social  side  of  this  society  was  a  failure  as  the  Senate  objected  to  co-opera- 
tion.    The  i)ro<^ranis  were  mainly  debates,  music  and  readings. 

Nellie  AVeatherhead  was  their  President;  Ruth  Balyeat,  Vice-President; 
Addie  iless,  Secretary  and  Dorotliy  Abbott,  Sargeant-at-arms. 

The  Girls'  Glee  Club  was  first  organized  in  this  year  by  Mr.  Hesser. 
The  Glee  Club  was  first  heard  in  a  concert.  Later  on,  the}^  gave  several 
cantatas.  The  Glee  Club  has  been  the  most  successful  of  the  three,  but 
it,  too,  died  a  premature  death  from  the  lack  of  support. 

The  Glee  Club  oflicers  were:  Mr.  Hesser,  director.  He  was  assisted  by 
Mr.  Street,  Fred  Obendorfer  and  Miss  Martha  Storer. 

The  Girls'  Rooting  Squad  was  organized  in  '08,  for  the  purpose  of  boost- 
ing the  High  School  si)irit.  Not  until  '10,  was  the  rooting  squad  founded 
on  a  financial  basis.  This  organization  is  the  only  one  which  became  a 
permanent  feature  in  the  High  School,  and  deserves  much  credit  in  boost- 
ing spirit.  Lucille  Starbuck  was  cheer  leader;  Pauline  Hatch,  President, 
and  Irma  Groves,  Treasurer.

Domestic  Science  as  Taught  in  the  High  School 

MISS  LAG  HANG  K. 

People  are  beginning  to  realize  more  and  more  the  im]>ortance  of 
Home  Economics  in  the  High  School  curriculum.  In  the  past,  girls 
were  supi)osed  to  know  all  about  the  management  of  a  home  and  the 
care  of  a  family  purely  by  instinct,  aided  by  what  they  could  learn  from 
busy  mothers.  Consequently,  many  bitter  experiences  had  to  be  pass- 
ed through  when  they  came  into  homes  of  their  own.  The  business 
man  sees  to  it  that  he  is  fitted  for  the  work  he  is  to  undertake,  so 
why  should  not  the  home  maker  be  fitted  for  her  work  also? 

The  department  of  Home  Economics  in  Goshen  High  School  is  en- 
deavoring to  give  just  such  a  firm  foundation  upon  which  the  business 
of  the  home  making  may  be  based. 

In  this  department,  the  food  problem  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  and 
important  ones  with  which  we  have  to  contend  because  it  is  so  vital 
to  the  welfare  of  the  family.  This  does  not  mean  just  the  providing 
of  palatable  things  to  eat  and  the  keeping  o.f  the  cost  within  ones  in- 
come. It  means,  in  addition,  the  nutritive  value  of  food  materials,  their 
composition  and  digestibility,  the  balanced  ration,  the  proportion  and 
different  food  principles  necessary  for  perfect  nourishment  and  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles  involved  in  the  preparation  of  food.  All  of 
this  work  is  accomplished  by  both  the  laboratory  and  recitation  methods; 
in  the  laboratory  by  the  pre|)aration  of  certain  dishes  and  combining 
them  in  balanced  meals. 

However,  ''man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone,"  and  there  are  other 
things  a  girl  must  learn  to  do  in  o,rder  to  be  an  efficient  home  maker. 
For  that  reason  the  Art  of  sewing  is  taught.  Here  the  girls  review 
the  foundamental  stitches  and  apply  them  to  simple  and  useful  articles. 
Patterns  are  studied  and  the  girls  are  taught  to  use  them  intelligently 
by  making  undergarments,  simple  waists,  and  dresses.  The  study  of 
textiles,  care  and  repairing  of  clothing,  and  to  some  extent,  costume 
design  is  given  in  this  course. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  household  management,  and  the  care  of 
the  home,  although  neither  is  given  as  a  separate  coarse  but  is  com- 
bined in  the  other  work. 

Throughout  the  course  an  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  work  as  practical 
as  possible  and  to  correiate  it  with  the  home.  In  addition  to  the  work 
done  in  ,the  school  laboratory,  the  girls  are  required  to  do  a  certain 
amount  of  liome  work  during  the  week.  In  this  way,  they  may  use  the 
knowledge  gained  at  school  thus  fixing  the  principles  well  in  mind  and 
proving  the  old  adage  "practice  makes  perfect.''

MIJ.  LACK  LAX!). 

rii(|iiosti()iial)ly  the  most  iniitortant  ohject  which  iiiaimal  t'aining 
work  accomplishes,  is  to  compel  tlie^  child  to  think.  \\'(>  tliiiik  in  words, 
in  mental  images,  and  in  emotions.  Of  course,  manual  training  work 
does  not  give  a  comniand  of  language,  and  hence  does  not  assist  in 
teaching  us  to  tliink  in  terms  of  words,  it  does,  however,  force  us  to 
create  a  nuiitai  pictuie  of  the  thing  which  we  desire  to  make,  which 
is  an  ever  moi-e  imjtortant  method  of  thought.  It  does  more  than  that, 
however.  It  compels  the  thought  to  be  definite  and  complete.  Most 
])eoi)le  ha\  ('  only  lia/.y  and  indc  finite  images  abo.ut  things  which  ought 
to  be  clear  cut  and  exact.  For  instance,  they  think  of  a  table  as  con- 
sisting of  only  giveii  pieces  of  wood,  a  top  and  four  legs,  and  the  size 
of  these  jiarts  are  in  n.ost  cases  very  indefinite.  So  long  as  the  mental 
image  has  a  sujierficial  ai:d  elusive  resemblance  to  what  they  are  at- 
tem])ting  to  i)icture,  they  are  satisfied.  Since  they  are  unable  to  cre- 
ate for  then.sehes  a  definite  and  clear  cut  concejition,  their  thought 
are  ha/y  and  useless.  They  no  more  resemble  the  type  of  mental  image 
which  one  must  have  before  real  thought  becomes  possible,  than  an 
im])ressionist  picture  resembles  a  idu)tograi)h  when  properly  made. 
Manual  training  absolutely  forces  the  ])upil  to  imagine  something 
for  himself.  It  forces  him  to  make  his  image  so  definite  and  clear  that 
a  model  can  be  made  of  it.  If  the  gaining  of  this  jjower  of  visualiz- 
ing something,  and  of  iniagining  operations  ])erformed  ui»on  the  vision 
were  the  only  benefits  conferred  by  manual  training,  it  would  even 
then  be  ()iu>  of  the  most  valuable  studies  which  we  have.

Composition  and  Properties  of  Water

Since  water  is  so  iiiportant  to  life,  everyone  is,  or  at  least  should 
"be  interested  in  its  cojnposition.  But  before  this  can  be  fully  un- 
derstood one  must  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  a  few  chemical  terms. 
An  element  is  a  substance  that  can  not  be  decomposed  by  any  known 
means.  There  are  about  eighty-three  known  elements,  some  of  which 
are  gold,  copper,  carbon,  oxygen  and  zinc.  A  compound  is  a  combin- 
ation of  two  or  more  elements  held  together  by  their  natural  attract- 
ion for  each  other.  The  number  of  these  compounds  is  unknown.  A 
few  comjjounds  are,  salt,  sugar,  sulphuric  acid  and  water.  A  mixture 
is  a  substance  comjmsed  of  two  or  more  elements  mixed  by  some  me- 
chanical means,  like  shaking  or  stirring.  Examples  of  mixtures  are 
illuminating  gas,  soil,  air  and  many  medicines.  Another  thing  that 
should  be  undei  stood  is  that  the  properties  of  a  comjiound  do  not  de- 
pend ui)on  the  properties  of  the  elements  of  which  it  is  composed. 
For  exami)le,  the  sweet,  white  comi)ound,  sugar,  is  composed  of  three 
elements:  two  tasteless  gases,  hydrogen  and  oxygen  and  the  taste- 
less black  solid,  carbon. 

The  word  water  has  two  different  meanings,  the  chemical  mean- 
ing and  the  ordinary  meaning.  In  tlie  chemical  sense  water  is  a 
compound  of  hydrogen  and  oxygen  and  nothing  else.  In  the  ordin- 
ary sense  water  is  the  water  of  a  river  or  well,  no  matter  with  what 
impurities  it  may  be  mixed. 

Chemically  si)eaking,  water  is  a  compound  composer!  of  two  ]iarts 
by  \-olume  of  hydrogen  with  one  |>art  by  volume  of  oxygen,  or  by 
weight   one   part    hydrogen   with   7.i)7   parts  oxygen. 

Hydrogen,  oiu*  of  the  two  elements  of  which  water  is  i-omposed 
is  a  coloiless,  odorless,  tasteless  gas,  that  is  much  ligliter  tlian  air. 
It  becomes  a  li(|uitl  when  the  tem|>erature  is  reduced  -2.17.7  degrees 
Centigrade  or  -4:il.S  degrees  i-'alireiiheit.  Wlien  set  on  fire  it  burns 
with  intens(>  li(>at  l)Ut  any  burning  sul)stauc(>  thrust  into  it  is  imme- 
diately cNl  inguislieil.  Oxygen,  t  lie  ot  Ium-  element  of  whieh  water  is 
composed,  is  an  odorless,  tasteless,  colorless  gas  that  is  heavier  than 
air.  It  becomes  a  li<|iiid  at  -\X'2.\\  degrees  ('.,  or  -L'S7.2  degrees  P.  It 
does  not  burn,  but  buiiiing  substance  tliiusl  into  if  burn  with  imudi 
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greater  rapidity.  These  two  elenients  (•()inl)iiie  in  tlie  ratio  by  vol- 
ume of  1  to  2  to  form  water,  a  substance  Jiquid  nt  ;i  temperature  be- 
low 100  degrees  ('.  or  212  degrees  V.,  does  not  bmn  but  extinguishes 
tire  and  has  great  power  to  dissolve  other  substances. 

Water  is  one  of  the  most  necessary  compounds  knosvn.  It  consti- 
tutes 30  per  cent  of  the  luiman  body,  ."M.i)  pci-  cciil  of  whcnt  broad^ 
73.7  per  cent  of  eggs  and  <S7   per  cent  of  milk. 

Water  when  cold,  gradually  contracts  until  it  i-eaclies  foiii-  ilegroes 
C,  below  this  temperature  it  again  expands.  When  ;i  lixcf  cools 
in  winter  the  surface  grows  denser  and  sinks,  forcing  up  the  waiin- 
er  and  less  dense  water  from  below.  This  process  is  ke]>t  up  until 
all  the  water  has  reached  the  temperature  of  four  degrees  ('.  After 
this  ])oint  the  water  on  top  becomes  less  heavy  on  account  of  exi)an- 
sion  and  remains  on  toj)  untill  0  degrees  ('.  is  reached.  This  t()[> 
water  is  the  first  to  freeze  because  the  lower  water  lias  not  been 
cooled  much  below  four  degrees  C.  on  account  of  the  poor  heat  con- 
ductivity of  water.  Therefore  the  river  freezes  only  to  the  depth  of 
a  few  inches.  If  the  maximum  density  were  at  0  degrees  the  river 
would  freeze  from  toji  to  bottom.  When  water  solidifies  (freezes) 
it  gives  off  heat  and  when  it  melts  it  takes  u})  heat.  Therefore 
when  ponds,  or  rivers  freeze  they  give  off  heat  and  make  it  seem 
warmer  around  them.  In  spring  when  the  ice  melts  it  takes  up  an 
amount  of  heat  equal  to  that  which  it  gave  off  in  freezing  and  hence 
makes  it  seem  colder  near  a  body  of  water  when  the  ice  melts  in 
the  spring. 

Because  of  the  surface  water  sinking  as  it  cools  in  the  fall,  lakes 
are  said  to  ' '  turn  over ' '  and  in  doing  so  bring  many  impurities  up 
from  the  bottom.  Hence  in  cities  which  get  their  water  supply  from 
these  lakes,  unless  special  precaution  is  taken,  many  of  these  germs 
get  into  the  water  supply  and  cause  epidemics  of  typhoid  fever  and 
other  diseases. 

There  are  three  general  methods  of  purifying  water,  namely:  distil- 
lation, boiling  and  filtration.  The  best  way  is  distillation.  This  method 
consists  of  boiling  water  in  one  container,  passing  the  steam  that 
comes  from  the  water  into  another  container  where  by  cooling  it  is 
condensed  again  into  water  and  then  catching  the  resulting  water 
in  a  third  container.  Distilled  water  is  chemically  pure  but  is  not 
good  drinking  water  because  all  the  air  has  been  forced  out  of  it,  tlius 
giving  it  a  flat  taste.  Hence  it  is  meclianically  aerated  before  using 
for  this  purpose.  The  method  that  can  be  used  readily  at  home  for 
purifying  water  is  boiling.  In  this  method  the  heat  kills  the  greater 
part  of  the  germs,  but  leaves  them,  together  with  much  of  the  min- 
eral matter,  still  in  the  water.  The  boiling  causes  some  of  the  miner- 
als to  be  dejiosited   in  the  form   of  a   hard   scale   on   the  bottom  of  the 
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vessel  in  wliicli  it  i>  ImiIIimI.  lioilcd  water  tastes  better,  if  it  is 
thorou-ilily  aerated.  Thv  tliinl  iMetlio.l  is  filtration.  This  method 
consists  of  passing  ^\•at('r  tliiouiih  some  porous  material,  as  charcoal, 
sand,  or  porous  clay  ware. 

Water  that  contains  much  mineral  matter  is  called  hard  water, 
while  that  witii  little  mineral  matter  is  called  soft  water.  These 
minerals  are  usually  salt  of  magnesium  and  calcium.  While  hard  wa- 
ters are  usually  quite  suitable  for  drink  i)urj)()ses,  they  are  not  good 
for  washing  or  steam  boiler  use.  Soap  will  not  produce  suds  with  hard 
water  but  only  a  curd  wliich  is  a  sort  of  insoluble  calcium  soap.  A 
small  ansduiit  of  a  good  washinL;  powder  such  as  sodium  carbonate, 
borax,  or  sodium  salts  soften  the  water,  and  thus  a  few  cents  spent 
for  a  good  washing  i)owder  will  often  save  several  dimes  worth  of 
soa]i.  W'Ikmi  hard  Avater  is  used  in  steam  boilers,  boiler  scale  is  form- 
ed result  in;^  in  a  loss  in  fuel  and  sometimes  causing  explosions.

This 
has  never  been  done,  although  its  need  is  quite  evident,  for  how  of- 
ten do  we  take  a  subject  without  the  slightest  idea  of  what  it  is?

Whitmer  Makes  a  Touchdown. 

In  the  greatest  game  ever  played  on  a  local  field,  Dan  Whitmer, 
all-Ameriean  guard  made  a  touchdown.  This  came  in  the  third  quarter 
of  the  Middlebury  game  when  the  famous  guard  was  called  back 
from  liis  regular  position  for  the  necessary  three  yards  on  a  last 
down. 

All  tliis  was  done  when  Goshen  High  beat  Middlebury  High  the 
Monday  night  before  the  Culver  game,  by  the  score  of  50  to  0.  Eight 
touchdowns  were  made  without  trouble;  5  by  Faust  and  1  by  Shoup,  J.

The  team  stayed  oxer  night  at  Plymouth  as  the  visitors,  who  were 
at  Culver  on  account  of  the  holiday,  filled  u])  the  slee])ing  (piarters. 
And  as  they  w^ere  to  play  in  the  morning  they  had  to  change  into  their 
football  clothes  before  they  left  the  hotel  and  ride  that  way  on  the 
train.  According  to  custom,  the  train  was  about  an  hour  late  and 
so  we  didn't  arrive  at  Culver  until  after  eleven  o'clock,  but  tne  gam«, 
began  right  away  upon  our  arrival  at  the  grounds.

Hale  HoUingsworth  Candidate  For  Rhodes  Scholarship. 

Hale  liolliniiswoit  li,  now  a  senior  at  riidiana 
riiixcrsit y,  and  one  of  (iosheii's  Aliiiiiiii,  has  suc- 
•essfully  })asse(l  the  examination  for  a  Khodes 
scholaiship  in  Latin  and  niatlieniatics,  the  Greek 
examination  will  l)e  taken  later.  Mr.  Jlollings- 
worth  will  need  to  furnish  tlie  required  credentials 
hefo.re  his  a)){)ointment.  He  will  l)e  examined  be- 
fore the  Faculty  Board  and  then  the  State  Board. 
Mr.  HoUingsworth  has  two  other  competitors,  one 
from  Indiana  University  and  one  from  De  Paw. 

Mr.  Ho.llingsworth  has  been  very  successful  as  a 
college  man,  both  in  studies  and  in  society.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  W .  M.  C.  F.  cabinet,  Board  of  ''Arbutus,"  Skeleton 
club,  and  Sigma  Al]>ha  Epsilon  fraternity.  The  class  to  which  Mr. 
HoUingsworth  belonged,  should  feel  proud  of  his  success  and  they  will 
hope,  most  heartily,  for  his  appointment. 

A  man  must  not  only  be  efficient  in  studies,  but  must  to  a  certain  de- 
gree, be  skilled  in  athletics.  He  must  also  be  a  manly,  straightfor- 
ward man  and  one  who  can  be  relied  upon. 

Each  state  in  the  United  States  has  the  privilege  of  appointing  one 
man  to  Oxford  LTniversity  under  the  provision  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Cecil  Rhodes,  and  the  a])pontment  is  placed  under  the  power  of  a  com- 
mittee at  the  head  of  which  is  the  president  of  a  University  in  that 
particular  state. 

Cecil  Khodes  had  a  motive;  he  argued  that  by  bringing  together 
young  men  from  all  parts  of  the  world  to  be  taught  the  same  things 
and  by  English-speaking  ex])ounders,  that  a  broader  conception  of  life 
would  thus  be  afforded  and  a  closer  relationships  would  result  between 
the  nations  of  the  world. 

Should  Mr.  HoUingsworth  get  this  appointment,  it  wouhl  make  the 
second  man  from  Goshen  to  represent  Indiana  at  Oxford  TTniversity.

Landis  played  left  end  on  the  1915  eleven.  John  was  noted  for 
his  true  and  accurate  goal  kicking.  This  season,  he  is  trying  out 
for  half  back.  He  can  easily  forward-pass  forty  yards  and  punt 
fifty-five  yeards. 

Lamb,  who  weighs  165  lbs.  in  football  'Hogs",  played  the  posi- 
tion of  tackle  all  last  season  and  is  expected  to  hold  that  position 
again.  It  is  impossible  to  get  away  from  him  after  he  once  locks 
arms. 

Whitmer,  last  season's  guard,  is  another  165  pounder.  He  will 
probably  fill  the  same  position  this  year.  He  is  noted  for  his  ability 
to  hold  the  line. 

Swanberg,  last  year's  sub  tackle  is  being  tried  out  at  end 
and  is  doing  fine  work. 

Latta,  a  1915  sub,  is  doing  his  best  to  pilot  the  eleven.  With 
a  little  m,ore  practice  he  should  be  able  to  do  it  nicely. 
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Piatt,  another  of  last  year's  subs,  is  being  tried  out  at  center. 
He  is  also  doing  fine  work. 

Much  is  expected  of  Lewis,  a  185  pounder.  EDe  played  guard  on 
the  Northwestern  Military  Academy  eleven  for  two  years.  He 
filled  that  position  when  Northwestern  whipped  Elkhorn,  Wis.,  to 
the  tune  of  98-0.  So,  from  this,  one  can  easily  judge  that  he  will  be 
a  great  help  to  Goshen's  team,  not  only  from  the  fact  that  he  is 
weighty  but  also  from  the  fact  that  he  knows  the  fine  points  of  the 
gambc  as  well  as  knowing  how  larger  schools  than  Goshen  play  a 
winning  game. 

Gunther,  who  weighs  175  pounds,  is  another  from  whom  excel- 
lent work  is  expected.  This  is  his  first  season  out.  He  is  trying 
out  for  full-back  and  is  certain!;^  filling  it  to  perfection.  He  cer- 
tainly plunges  through  the  line. 

Price  is  doing  his  best  to  hold  the  position  at  guard.  He  is 
another  weighty  man. 

From  the  very  first  up  until  the  present,  the  football  fellows 
have  been  put  through  very  grind  work,  such  as  falling  on  the 
ball,  tackling  the  man  (a  real  man,  not  a  dummy),  and  going 
through  heavy  scrimmage  work. 

This  year  there  is  another  special  feature  for  Goshen.  A  second 
team  has  been  organized !  Not  for  mjany  years  have  there  been  two 
teams  out  practicing.  This  team  is  helping  work  the  varsity  eleven  into 
shape.  Of  course  when  the  smaller  athletes  show  such  spirit  and  wil- 
lingness to  come  out,  sacrificing  much  valuable  time,  and  help  Go- 
shen have  another  winning  gridiron  team,  they  themselves  should 
have  games.  And  games  they  have!  One  has  been  agreed  upon 
with  the  Elkhart  seconds  here  on  November  18  and  there  are  sev- 
eral others  which  have  not  yet  been  decided  upon. 

Goshen  is  surely  fortunate  in  again  having  Mr.  Watts  of  Han- 
over College  as  football  coach.  He  certainly  has  a  head  for  athletics, 
as  was  shown  last  year.  He  brought  a  scrub  team  to  the  position 
of  being  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  gridiron  elevens  in 
Northern  Indiana.  This  year  in  initial  practice  he  told  the  football 
fellows,  indirectly,  that  his  slogan  was,  "hard  work  and  plenty  of 
it",  by  making  them  run  around  the  gridiron  six  times  and  after 
that  by  making  them  fall  on  the  ball  and  tackle  the  man. 

Of  course  hard  work  will  have  to  be  done  in  order  to  build  up 
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an  almost  new  team  in  which  only  a  few  survivors  remain.  And 
up  to  the  present  time,  the  coach  and  football  fellows  have  done 
nothing  but  work. 

Every  afternoon  there  are  from  twenty-five  to  forty  spectators 
out  to  watch  the  fellows  go  through  the  differffent  plays  and  drills 
set  before  them  by  Coach  Watts.  This  again  shows  spirit.  Even  the 
girls  have  athletic  spirit '  They  have  organized  one  of  the  largest 
rooting  squads  Goshen  High  has  ever  witnessed.  On  September 
30th  they  held  a  pastry  sale  to  enable  them  to  get  enough  money 
to  give  the  football  fellows  a  ''real  dance".  So  if  spirit  has  any- 
thing to  do  with  a  winning  season,  how  about  our 's  ? 

Again  this  year,  the  eleven  will  be  encased  in  new  football 
suits.    The  appearance  has  much  to  do  with  a  football  eleven. 

The  coach  is  happy  so  you  can  judge  what  he  thinks  of  the 
football  prospects  of  Goshen  High  for  1916.
